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US to try 9/11 accused President Obama takes aim at

WASHINGTON (AFP) - In a 
major about-face, the Obama 
administration said yesterday 
that 9/11 mastermind Khalid 
Sheikh Mohammed and four 
alleged co-conspirators will be 
tried by a military tribunal at 
Guantanamo rather than a 
civilian court in New York. 

Attorney General Eric 
Holder announced the U-turn, 
saying that the accused 9/11 
plotters could have been suc¬ 
cessfully prosecuted in a fede¬ 
ral court, but blamed Congress 
for approving restrictions 
blocking trials of Guantanamo 
inmates in the United States. 

"So today I am referring 
the cases of Khalid Sheikh 


Mohammed, Walid Muham¬ 
mad Bin Attash, Ramzi Bin A1 
Shibh, Ali Abdul-Aziz Ali, and 
Mustafa Ahmed A1 Hawsawi 
to the Department of Defense 
to proceed in military commis¬ 
sions," he said. 

Holder said that President 
Barack Obama's administration 
had to "face a simple truth" that 
the congressional restrictions 
against trials in the United 
States were "unlikely to be re¬ 
pealed in the immediate future." 

"And we simply cannot 
allow a trial to be delayed any 
longer for the victims of the 
9/11 attacks or for their family 
members who have waited for 
nearly a decade for justice." 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - President Barack 
Obama yesterday opened his quest for a sec¬ 
ond White House term, calling on supporters 
to rebuild his grass roots powerbase and gird 
for a fight to protect his crusade of change. 

Obama, who swept to power on a wave of 
hope-fuelled expectations in 2008 and is now 
a graying incumbent battered by two years of 
crises, set course for the November 2012 elec¬ 
tion with an email to supporters and a web 
video. 

"Today, we are filing papers to launch our 
2012 campaign," Obama said, in a move that 
will allow him to begin piling up campaign 
cash for an election fund that could reach one 
billion dollars. 

Obama admitted the past two years strug¬ 
gling to enact reform had been perhaps 
tougher than many supporters hoped.

OFUNATO, (AFP) - Japan 
yesterday started to dump 
more than 10,000 tons of low- 
level radioactive water into the 
Pacific as part of emergency 
operations to stabilise its crip¬ 
pled Fukushima Daiichi nu¬ 
clear plant. 

The last-resort measure 
came after the Bank of Japan 
said business confidence had 
plummeted since the earth¬ 
quake and tsunami hit on 
March 11, plunging the coun¬ 
try into its worst crisis since 
World War II. 

The UN atomic watchdog 
chief Yukiya Amano, mean¬ 
while, said that the three- 
week-old Fukushima 

emergency, which Japan has 
predicted may last for months, 
meant an end to a "business as 
usual" approach to nuclear 
power. 
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His comments appeared 
borne out when Japan sig¬ 
nalled it may weaken its ambi¬ 
tious greenhouse gas cut 
targets, which are based on a 
continued heavy reliance on 
low-carbon atomic power, in 
light of the disaster. 

Japan has battled to prevent 
full reactor meltdowns at the 
tsunami-hit plant and poured 
thousands of tons of water onto 
overheating fuel rods, a stop¬ 
gap measure that has created 
highly radioactive run-off. 

To free up storage space for 
that run-off — which has ham¬ 
pered crucial repair work and 
leaked into the Pacific — oper¬ 
ator the Tokyo Electric Power 
Company (TEPCO) said it 
would have to get rid of less 
toxic water. 

It insisted the release of the 
water — the equivalent of more 
than four Olympic sized swim¬ 
ming pools — would not harm 
marine life or seafood safety. 

ontamination from the plant 
has been found in the air, 
ground, seawater and, at lower 
concentrations, in regional 
produce including vegetables, 
dairy products, beef and, most 
recently, shiitake mushrooms. 

The government is consid¬ 
ering asking manufacturers to 
start work an hour earlier than 
usual to ease electricity de¬ 
mand during the summer, 
when air conditioner use 
peaks, Kyodo news agency re¬ 
ported. 

Japan’s Edano earlier said 
that Tokyo's climate goal — to 
cut emissions by 25 percent by 
2020 from 1990 levels, if other 
big polluters do the same — 
was now open to review along 
with many other policies. 

Resource-poor Japan meets 
about one third of its energy 
demand from nuclear energy 
and relies heavily on Middle 
Eastern oil, while its compa¬ 
nies are leaders in energy effi¬ 
ciency and green technologies. 


PARIS (AFP) - Salvage work¬ 
ers will soon start pulling up 
from the ocean floor the bod¬ 
ies of passengers and wreck¬ 
age found almost two years 
after an Air France jet plunged 
into the Atlantic, officials said 
Monday. 

The discovery of the 
wreckage, described by rela¬ 
tives of the victims as "very 
encouraging", has raised hopes 
that the plane's black box 
flight recorders will be located 
and that investigators will fi¬ 
nally be able to uncover the 
cause of the mysterious crash 
that claimed 228 lives in June 
2009. 

"It's very encouraging for 
us who have been without 
news and and now have hope 
of retrieving the bodies. We 
can finally bury them," said 
Nelson Marinho, president of 
the association of relatives of 
the victims. 

Investigators announced on 
Sunday that a fourth and final 
attempt to find the remains of 
the Airbus A3 30 that crashed 
en route from Rio de Janeiro to 
Paris had been successful. 

French Transport Minister 
Nathalie Kosciusko-Morizet 
said some bodies had been 
seen in the remains of the 
cabin, photographed by three 
Remus autonomous sub¬ 
marines. 


Salvage operations could 
begin within a month to re¬ 
cover the bodies and the 
wreckage. 

Investigators now hope to 
find the the twin-engine 
plane's black box flight data 
recorders, said the head of 
France's Bureau of Investiga¬ 
tion and Analysis (BEA) Jean- 
Paul Troadec. 

Previous searches recov¬ 
ered a limited amount of 
wreckage and about 50 bodies. 

The new search was 
launched on March 25 with 
the help of the Alucia, an ex¬ 
ploration vessel of the US- 
based Woods Hole 
Oceanographic Institute, and 


UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
Thirty-two people died when a 
UN plane crashed in the Dem¬ 
ocratic Republic of Congo 
capital on Monday, a UN 
spokesman said, giving the 
first official toll. 

"We can now confirm that 
there was only one survivor 
from the 33 people on the 
MONUSCO plane which 
crashed today," UN deputy 


included a much larger area of 
a 46-mile (75-kilometre) ra¬ 
dius around the last known po¬ 
sition of Flight 447. 

A source close to the inves¬ 
tigation said the wreckage was 
found "near the (plane's) last 
known position, in a limited 
area a few hundred metres 
(yards) to the west of this po¬ 
sition. "The fact that the debris 
is concentrated in a relatively 
small area favours the hypoth¬ 
esis that the plane did not 
break up in flight. The plane 
was intact when it hit the sea," 
the source said. 

The official cause remains 
undetermined, but the crash 
has been partly blamed on 
malfunctioning speed sensors 
used by Airbus, with Air 
France accused of not re¬ 
sponding quickly enough to 
reports that they might be 
faulty. 

"Studying the breaks, how 
the pieces are bent, will show 
whether the plane hit the water 
flat, on its side, etc. It will per¬ 
haps give some indication of 
the speed of the impact," the 
source said. 

But investigators and Air¬ 
bus remain cautious, stressing 
that without the black boxes 
the riddle of the plane's last 
moments may never be solved.

Government physicians 
will wealth certify our 
taxi chauffeurs 



At the onset of the year, upon 
the recommendation of the 
minister of Tourism, Transport 
and Labor, Otmar Oduber, the 
decision was taken that all taxi 
chauffeurs must be health cer¬ 
tified by our SVB. This deci¬ 
sion was taken on the basis of 
articles 11, 15 and 31 of the 
law pertaining to public person 
transport. And, the objective of 
this law is to safeguard those 
who make use of our public 
transport system. 

Reportedly, this is not a 
new decision, but rather the 
execution of the law as cor¬ 
rectly stipulated. Article 31 of 
the law states that the taxi driv¬ 
ers’ license is issued to those 
who (among others) are physi¬ 
cally fit to operate the type of 
vehicle for which the license is 
issued. The physical exam has 
been decreed by the director of

the Public Health Department. 
In the past it was the BGD 
which department was directly 
under the auspices of the Pub¬ 
lic Health Department, who 
administered this exam. How¬ 
ever, this has been changed so 
that henceforth this physical 
exam now resorts directly 
under the SVB. This means 
that these tests will now be ad¬ 
ministered by the SVB doc¬ 
tors. 

The minister is intent on 
working strictly in accordance 
with the law, which they claim 
will also eliminate the foul 
play which took place in the 
past with article 11 of the law. 
In the past, reportedly, some 
chauffeurs used the so-called 
“assistant chauffeurs” while 
this was not medically neces¬ 
sary. The article states that in 
the event a chauffeur who is 
the holder of a taxi license is ill 
and cannot operate his vehicle 
temporarily, he can obtain per¬ 
mission to solicit an assistant 
chauffeur. 

In the new situation, if the 
chauffeur is ill he must go to 
SVB and only the SVB physi¬ 
cian can issue the sick-leave 
permit (AO) which the chauf¬ 
feur can then use to get a per¬ 
mit to solicit an assistant. A 
letter from a house doctor is no 
longer valid for this purpose, 
as was the case in the past. 

The minister also reported 
that, according to article 15 of 
the law that it is the govern¬ 
ment who decides on which 
doctor to consult in the event 
of illness, and in this case the 
decision has been taken that it 
will be the SVB doctors who 
will be the attending physi¬ 
cians. 

The minister indicated that 
with this measure he wants to 
first of all guarantee the safety 
of local and visiting taxi pas¬ 
sengers and at the same time 
comply with the law as pre¬ 
scribed. 

The work of our taxi drivers 
is an important one for the de¬ 
velopment of our island, and 
for this reason it must be ade¬ 
quately controlled in the best 
possible manner, remarked the 
minister of Public Transport.

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Declining mangroves shield against 
global warming 



NASA delays shuttle 
Endeavour launch to 
April 29 



PARIS (AFP) - Mangroves, 
which have declined by up to 
half over the last 50 years, are 
an important bulkhead 
against climate change, a 
study released on Sunday has 
shown for the first time. 

Destruction of these tropi¬ 
cal coastal woodlands ac¬ 
counts for about 10 percent 
of carbon dioxide emissions 
from deforestation, the sec¬ 
ond largest source of C02 
after fossil fuel combustion, 
the study found. 

Fewer trees not only mean 
less C02 absorbed from the 


air, but also the release of car¬ 
bon stocks that have been ac¬ 
cumulating in shallow-water 
sediment over millennia. 

Mangroves - whose twisted, 
exposed roots grace coastlines 
in more than 100 countries — 
confer many benefits on hu¬ 
mans living in their midst. 

The brackish tidal waters 
in which the trees thrive are a 
natural nursery for dozens of 
species of fish and shrimp es¬ 
sential to commercial fish¬ 
eries around the world. 

Another major ’’ecosystem 
service,” in the jargon of en¬ 


vironmental science, is pro¬ 
tection from hurricanes and 
storm surges. 

Cyclone Nargis, which 
killed 138,000 people in 
Myanmar in 2008, would 
have been less deadly, ex¬ 
perts say, if half the country's 
mangroves had not been 
ripped up for wood or to 
make way for shrimp farms. 

Daniel Donato of the US 
Department of Agriculture's 
Forest Service in Hilo, 
Hawaii and an international 
team of researchers examined 
the carbon content in 25 man¬ 
groves scattered across the 
Indo-Pacific region. 

The trees stored atmos¬ 
pheric C02 just as well as 
land-based tropical forests, 
they found. Below the water 
line, they were even more ef¬ 
ficient, hoarding five times 
more carbon over the same 
surface area. 

"Mangroves are among 
the most carbon-rich forests 
in the tropics,” Donato and 
his colleagues said in the 
study, published in Nature 
Geoscience. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
NASA on Monday said it will 
delay the shuttle Endeavour's 
launch by 10 days, setting a 
new date for April 29 to 
avoid a conflict with a Russ¬ 
ian capsule's arrival at the In¬ 
ternational Space Station. 

The new launch time is 
tentatively set for 3:47 pm 
(1947 GMT) on Friday, April 
29. 

"The delay removes a 
scheduling conflict with a 
Russian Progress supply ve¬ 
hicle scheduled to launch 
April 27 and arrive at the sta¬ 
tion April 29,” NASA said in 


a statement. 

NASA managers will con¬ 
vene to discuss flight readi¬ 
ness on April 19, the date the 
shuttle was initially set to fly, 
and will officially choose the 
launch date at the end of the 
meeting. 

Discovery became the first 
of the three-member US shut¬ 
tle fleet to retire after its last 
mission to the ISS ended in 
March. 

Atlantis is set for its final 
mission in June, marking the 
end of the US space shuttle 
program after 30 years.

'Cow valve' heart implant hailed as breakthrough 


NEW ORLEANS, Louisiana 
(AFP) - A new type of heart 
valve made with cow tissue 
and inserted by catheter was 
hailed yesterday as a major 
breakthrough that could elim¬ 
inate the need for open heart 
surgery in some patients, US 
doctors said. 

The method is aimed at 
high-risk patients who suffer 
from severe aortic stenosis, a 


clogged valve that impedes 
the pathway of oxygen-rich 
blood by making the heart 
work harder to pump blood 
through a narrowing open¬ 
ing. 

The condition affects nine 
percent of Americans over 
65. Without treatment, up to 
half of patients die within two 
years. 

The technique of inserting 


the bioprosthetic valve 
through a tube in the artery is 
less invasive than conven¬ 
tional surgery and showed 
similar survival rates to con¬ 
ventional surgery, but also 
raised the risk of stroke and 
other major heart complica¬ 
tions. 

The research was part of 
the multi-year PARTNER 
study, the world's first ran¬ 


domized trial comparing the 
two methods, and was show¬ 
cased at the American Col¬ 
lege of Cardiology confe¬ 
rence in New Orleans. 

The method lowered costs 
involved with rehospitaliza¬ 
tion in frail, elderly patients 
and was found to increase life 
expectancy by as much as 1.9 
years, said the research.

Study Links 
Smoking, 
Breast 
Cancer in 
Older Women 

— There's a significant link be¬ 
tween smoking and breast can¬ 
cer risk in postmenopausal 
women, but it depends on their 
body weight, researchers re¬ 
port. 

Breast cancer risk was 
higher than normal among fe¬ 
male smokers who were not 
obese, but this strong associa¬ 
tion was not evident in obese 
female smokers, according to a 
new study. 

Researchers analyzed data 
from 76,628 women, aged 50 
to 79, who had no previous 
history of cancer. They were 
participants in the Women's 
Health Initiative study and 
were recruited between 1993 
and 1998 and followed until 
2009. 

Non-obese smokers with a 
body-mass index (BMI) of less 
than 30 had a significantly in¬ 
creased risk of cancer com¬ 
pared to nonsmokers. Those 
who smoked for 10 to 29 years 
had a 16 percent higher risk, 
those who smoked for 30 to 49 
years had a 25 percent in¬ 
creased risk, and those who 
smoked for 50 years or more 
had a 62 percent greater risk. 

But obese women who 
smoked didn't appear to be at 
increased risk for breast can¬ 
cer. 

"We found an association 
between smoking and breast 
cancer risk among non-obese 
women, which is understand¬ 
able because tobacco is known 
carcinogen. However, we did 
not find the same association 
between smoking and breast 
cancer risk among obese 
women. " Juhua Luo, an assis¬ 
tant professor in the depart¬ 
ment of community medicine 
at West Virginia University, 
said in an AACR news release. 

People should not take the 
wrong message from these 
findings, said Luo, who em¬ 
phasized that previous research 
has shown that obesity alone is 
a risk factor for breast cancer 
in postmenopausal women. 

"This is only the first study 
to examine the interaction be¬ 
tween smoking, obesity and 
breast cancer risk. The main 
conclusion from this research 
is that more studies are needed 
to confirm these results," Luo 
said.

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Brent oil price rises above 
$120 a barrel in London 



LONDON (AFP) - Oil 
prices rose above $120 a 
barrel in London trade Mon¬ 
day, for the first time in two 
and a half years, with the 
market nervous over the 


conflict in Libya and the re¬ 
gion. 

Brent North Sea crude 
reached $120.63 a barrel just 
before 1600 GMT on the In¬ 
terContinental Exchange 


(ICE) in London, its highest 
level since August 2008. 

Shortly afterwards a bar¬ 
rel of Brent was trading at 
$120.13 dollars, $1.43 up 
from its Friday close. 

’’The troubles in the Mid¬ 
dle East and North Africa 
continue to dominate the oil 
market, and are increasing 
concerns over supplies,” said 
Myrto Sokou, analyst at Suc- 
den Financial. 

Meanwhile New York's 
main contract, light sweet 
crude for delivery in May, 
was trading at $108.25 per 
barrel at 1615 GMT. 

Earlier in the day it hit 
$108.78 in Asian trading, its 
highest level since Septem¬ 
ber 2008. 


US banks, companies issue 


warning after email hack 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Computer hackers gained ac¬ 
cess to the email addresses of 
customers of several large US 
banks and other companies in 
a potentially huge data breach 
at US online marketing firm 
Epsilon. 

Banking firms Citigroup, 
JPMorgan Chase and Capital 
One, retailers Best Buy and 
Kroger and home entertain¬ 
ment provider TiVo were 
among those informed by Ep¬ 
silon that some customer email 
addresses had been compro¬ 
mised. 

Hilton Worldwide and the 
College Board, which admin¬ 
isters nationwide scholastic 
tests, were also among those 
informing customers of the 
breach. 

The Irving, Texas-based 
Epsilon, a marketing vendor 
used by 2,500 companies 


around the world to 
send more than 40 
billion emails a 
year, said the hack¬ 
ers obtained email 
addresses and cus¬ 
tomer names but 
no other informa¬ 
tion. 

”A subset of Ep¬ 
silon clients’ cus¬ 
tomer data were 
exposed by an 
unauthorized entry 
into Epsilon's email system,” 
the company said in a brief 
statement. 

"The information that was 
obtained was limited to email 
addresses and/or customer 
names only,” it said. "A rigor¬ 
ous assessment determined 
that no other personal identi¬ 
fiable information associated 
with those names was at risk.” 

Epsilon said it detected the 
breach on March 30 and that 
an investigation is under way. 

Citi told customers that 
"no account information or 
other information was com¬ 
promised” and Capital One 
said it had been told the com¬ 
promised files did not include 
any personally identifiable or 
customer financial informa¬ 
tion. 

JPMorgan Chase said it 
had been "advised by Epsilon 


that the files that were ac¬ 
cessed did not include any cus¬ 
tomer financial information, 
but are actively investigating 
to confirm this.” 

Hilton Worldwide told its 
customers that the most likely 
impact of the data breach "if 
any, would be receipt of un¬ 
wanted emails.” 

The College Board said Ep¬ 
silon did not have access to so¬ 
cial security numbers or credit 
card data but "it is possible you 
may receive spam email mes¬ 
sages as a result (of the data 
breach).” 

Online travel site TripAdvi- 
sor said last month that hackers 
stole a portion of its email 
member list.

Google bids $900 million for Nortel 
patents 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Internet giant Google said it is bidding 
$900 million to buy the patent portfolio of Canadian technology 
company Nortel at a bankruptcy auction. 

The Mountain View, California-based Google said the move is 
aimed at protecting the company from potential frivolous patent 
litigation. 

The bid came on Google co-founder Larry Page's first day as 
chief executive of the Internet search titan. Page, 38, replaced 
Eric Schmidt as CEO. 

Nortel said the portfolio includes approximately 6,000 patents 
and patent applications for wired, wireless and digital commu¬ 
nication technologies. 

Google's $900 million dollar bid for Nortel's portfolio will be 
the starting bid for the auction, which is expected to take place 
in June 2011 pending the approval of courts in Canada and the 
United States. 



Pfizer sells capsule-making Capsugel 
for $2.4 bn 

NEW YORK (AFP) - Pfizer, 
the world's biggest pharma¬ 
ceuticals company, said it 
has agreed to sell capsule- 
maker unit Capsugel to pri¬ 
vate-equity firm KKR for 
about $2.4 billion in cash. 
Pfizer said in a statement the 
proceeds from the sale 
would be used to buy back 
stock in addition to the pre¬ 
viously announced repurchase program of about $5 billion 
planned for 2011. 

The New Jersey-based Capsugel had about $750 million in rev¬ 
enue and manufactured more than 180 billion hard capsules in 
2010 . 

Pfizer, based in New York, said the transaction was expected to 
close during the third quarter, subject to approval from US, Eu¬ 
ropean Union and other regulators. 

Assuming the sale is completed, Pfizer lowered its 2011 revenue 
forecast to a range of $65.2-67.2 billion from previous guidance 
of $66.0-68.0 billion. The revenue target range also was revised 
lower, to $62.2-64.7 billion frmo $63.0-65.5 billion. 

The company's other financial forecasts were left unchanged.

ceremony at the 
MGM Grand in 

Las Vegas. 

"The fact that this is from 
the fans makes it so beautiful. 
You are the best thing that's 
ever happened to me. Ever. 
Thank you so much." 

While Swift grabbed the 
evening's top prize, 27-year- 
old Lambert pulled in her sec¬ 


ond straight Female Vocalist of 
the Year honor as well as col¬ 
lecting the song, video and sin¬ 
gle of the year trophies for 
"The House That Built Me." 

The melancholic tune about 
a nostalgic visit to one's child¬ 
hood home was penned by 
Allen Shamblin and Tom Dou¬ 
glas. 

Lambert had been up for 
Entertainer of the Year, too, 
along with Jason Aldean, Toby 
Keith, Brad Paisley and Keith 
Urban. 

Paisley won his fifth con¬ 
secutive Top Male Vocalist 
Award. 

The show was co-hosted by 
Reba McEntire and Lambert's 
fiance, Blake Shelton. 

In the other fan-voted 
honor, the sibling trio The 
Band Perry grabbed the New 
Artist Award. 

The new group, emerging 
last year out of the US state of 
Mississippi, also won Top 
New Vocal Duo or Group as 
well as single of the year for 
"If I Die Young."

New Day dawns on 
Aussie bid to end 
Masters hex 



AUGUSTA, Georgia (AFP) - 
No Australian has ever cap¬ 
tured the Masters, but a hand¬ 
ful of hopefuls from Down 
Under with titles in the past 
year will try to break the hex 
this week at Augusta National 
Golf Club. 

The 75th Masters field in¬ 
cludes Australians Aaron Bad- 
deley, Stuart Appleby, Robert 
Allenby, Geoff Ogilvy, Adam 
Scott and Jason Day, who 
makes the Augusta National 
debut he dreamed about since 
watching Tiger Woods win in 
1997. 

"Tve always wanted to be 
the first Australian to win the 
Masters but if somebody beats 
me to it that's totally fine," said 
Day, who qualified by winning 
last year's US PGA Byron Nel¬ 
son Championship. 

"I'm not expecting anything 
big. I'm going to be nervous on 
the first tee because it's the one 
tournament I have always 
wanted to play." 

Australians have won every 
other major title, most recently 
in 2006 when Ogilvy took the 
US Open, but the top Aussie 
finishes at the Masters were 
runner-up efforts by Bruce 
Crampton in 1972, Jack New¬ 
ton in 1980 and Greg Norman 
three times. 


Norman seemed especially 
jinxed, falling victim to a his¬ 
toric victory 25 years ago by 
Jack Nicklaus at age 46, a 
playoff-winning chip-in by 
hometown hero Larry Mize the 
next year and an epic collapse 
in 1996 that handed Nick 
Faldo a third green jacket. 

"Australians have won the 
British, PGA and US Open but 
I think we hold the Masters as 
probably the highest major," 
Day said. 

The Aussie with the best 
showing so far in 2011 is Bad- 
deley, who won in February at 
Los Angeles and shared fourth 
last weekend at the PGA Hous¬ 
ton Open. 

The success has made Bad- 
deley "definitely pumped" for 
the Masters, where his best re¬ 
sults in five starts came in 
2009 with a share of 17th. 

Scott, last year's Texas 
Open winner, will test Augusta 
National's undulating and 
lightning-quick greens with a 
long putter for the first time. 

Ogilvy won last year's Aus¬ 
tralian Open while Appleby 
won the 2010 Australian Mas¬ 
ters and last year's US PGA 
Greenbrier Classic, becoming 
the first non-US player to 
match the PGA record-low 
round of 59 to snap a four-year 
win drought.

New York posted their third 
consecutive victory which 
vaulted them into the playoffs 
for the first time since the 
2003-04 regular season. 

The Knicks snapped an 11- 
game losing skid to Cleveland 
and it was a combination of 
their win and Charlotte's loss at 
home to Washington that se¬ 
cured them the playoff spot. 

They are in seventh place in 
the Eastern Conference, but 
closed within 11/2 games of 
the 76ers, with a game in 
Philadelphia this week. 

"We knew that this was a 
game that we needed to get," 
said the Knicks' Chauncey 
Billups, who finished with 23 
points and seven assists. 

"This team had dominated 
us the whole season, that team 
is actually playing a lot better 
than their record looks like." 

Carmelo Anthony scored 25 
points for New York, which 
was tied with Minnesota for 
the NBA's longest playoff tail- 
spin.

LONDON (AFP) - FIFA 
president Sepp Blatter on 
Monday moved to win over 
the Football Association (FA) 
after the humiliation of last 
December's vote for the 2018 
and 2022 World Cups by in¬ 
sisting it had not been part of 
his personal mission to take 
the competition to new terri¬ 
tories. 

On his first visit to Eng¬ 
land since they lost their bid 
to host the 2018 event, Blat¬ 
ter had lunch at Wembley 
with FA chiefs as one of the 
first meetings on the cam¬ 
paign trail for re-election - 
FIFA have confirmed he will 
have just one challenger, 
Asian confederation chief 
Mohamed Bin Hammam, in 
the election on June 1. 

Many figures in the FA are 
still furious at FIFA's com¬ 
plete rejection of the England 
bid, especially as Blatter had 
highlighted the fact that Rus¬ 
sia and Qatar had never 
hosted the tournament before 
after they were announced as 
the 2018 and 2022 winners. 

Blatter was accompanied 
by FIFA secretary general 
Jerome Valcke while the FA 
was represented by chairman 
David Bernstein, general sec¬ 
retary Alex Home, director of 
football development Sir 
Trevor Brooking and head of 
international relations Jane

Bernstein has insisted the 
FA will study the manifestos 
of both candidates before the 
board makes a decision who 
to back. 

England 2018 secured just 
two out of a possible 22 
votes of the FIFA executive 
committee, and one of those 
was from England's FIFA 
vice-president Geoff Thomp¬ 
son.
